Here are 193 miles of modern toll highways soon to be constructed 
by the Illinois Toll Highway Commission. The self-financing project con­ 
sists of three routes. The Tri-State Tollway, 80.2 miles in length, starts at 
171st and Stoney Island avenue on Chicago's south side, and moves 
through and around the Chicago metropolitan area to connect with route 
41 just south of the Wisconsin line The 88 4 mile North Illinois Tollway 
begins at route 51 south of South Beloit, crosses the Fox river north of 
Elgin, and connects with the Northwest Expressway at Edens Highway in 


the vicinity of Cicero and Montrose avenues. The East-West Tollway is a 
continuation of the Congress Street Expressway, merging with route 30 
west of Aurora. The toll-ways, with no grade crossings, intersections, or 
traffic lights, permit a free flow of traffic without interruption other than 
for toll barriers. The 193-mile highway is financed by revenue bonds 
which are retired from the tolls collected All three routes ore scheduled 
to be opened to the public by 1959.
